The local housewife said the 
Canton salesman used both the 
“ bait - and - switch” and the 
“ model home” argument in his 
presentation. She said the com­ 
pany probably still is working 
in the East Liverpool area be­ 
cause the salesman talked of 
other appointments here. 
The approach began when a 
postcard arrived through t h e 
mail 
offering

square feet of aluminum siding 
for 
nothing down 
and $5 
a 
month. It al.so offered a “ free” 
transistor radio to anyone who 
talked with a salesman. 
The salesman sold the couple 
on a contract that called for 
$53 down and a balance of $300 
to be met in monthly install­ 
ments. But when the contract 
was signed, he began to knock 
hL own product, the usual prac­ 
tice in a “ bait - and - switch” 
scheme. 
He said the siding is a cheap 
grade that must be waxed two 


or three times a year to prevent 
tlie paint from rubbing off. He ^ 
said the wax costs $14 a gal- 
l(Mi. He also said two or three 
applications of wax are requir­ 
ed in each treatment. 
Rubbing his hand over a sam­ 
ple. he “ showed” how the finish 
would wipe off if it did not have 
a coat of wax. He also asserted 
the siding might be damaged 
by wind or hail. 


THEN HE a t t e m p t e d to 
switch the couple to a higher- 
priced grade of siding that he 
said is more durable and does 
not require waxing. He said the 
down payment on the $358 job 
could be used on the $2,000 proj­ 
ect. 
The salesman told the couple 
their house would serve as a 
“ model 
home” 
in 
additional 
sales of siding in the area. They 
would receive a commission or. 
each future sale, he said. 
It was then the couple check­ 
ed with the Chamber here and 
was referred to the C a n t o n 
BBB office. As a result, they 
decided against the $2,000 job, 
although they cannot abrogate 
the $358 contract. 
“ If we had called the BBB 
first, this never would h a v e 
happened,” the housewife com­ 
mented. “ I’ll remember t h a t 
while I am waxing that siding 
two or three times a year!”

the sale of aluminum siding and 
declared the so-called “ model 
home” bait is e m p l o y e d at 
times. 
The local housewife said the 
Canton salesman used both the 
“ bait - and - switch” and the 
“ model home” argument in his 
presentation. She said the com­ 
pany probably still is working 
in the East Liverpool area be­ 
cause the salesman talked of 
other appointments here. 
The approach began when a 
postcard arrived through t h e 
mail 
offering 
the 
couple 
IO 
square feet of aluminum siding 
for 
nothing down 
and 
$5 
a 
month. It also offered a “ free” 
transistor radio to anyone who 
talked with a salesman. 
The salesman sold the couple 
on a contract that called for 
$53 down and a balance of WOO 
to be met in monthly install­ 
ments. But when the contract 
was signed, he bogan to knock 
hL own product, the usual prac­ 
tice in a "bait - and - switch” 
scheme. 
He said the siding is a cheap 
grade that must be waxed two 


or three times a year to prevent 
tilt paint from rubbing off. He 
said the wax costs $14 a gal­ 
lon. He also said two or three 
applications of wax are requir­ 
ed in each treatment. 
Rubbing his hand over a sam­ 
ple. he “ showed" how the finish 
would wipe off if it did not have 
a coat of wax. He also asserted 
the siding might be damaged 
by wind or hail. 


THEN HE a t t e m p t e d to 
switch the couple to a higher- 
priced grade of siding that he 
said is more durable and does 
not require waxing. He said the 
down payment on the $358 job 
could be used on the $2,000 proj­ 
ect. 
The salesman told the couple 
their house would serve as a 
“ model 
home” 
in 
additional 
sales of siding in the area. Thev 
would receive a commission or, 
each future sale, he said. 
It was then the couple check­ 
ed with the Chamber here and 
was referred to the C a n t o n 
BBB office. As a result, they 
decided against the $2,000 job. 
although they cannot abrogate 
the $358 contract. 
“ If we had called the BBB 
first, this never would h a v e 
happened.” the housewife com­ 
mented. “ I ’ll remember t h a t 
while I am waxing that siding 
two or three times a year!”

The new plan for the Soviet Union un­ 
folded by Premier .Alexei N. Kosygin con­ 
firms the deepest and oldest impression 
made by Marxist attempts to organize a 
modem Russian state. 
Russia is moving c\er farther awav 
from Marxism, whicn was doomed to fail­ 
ure from the beginning. 
Granted that need for reorganization was 
acute and granted that the czars had 
reached the end of the line, skeptics in­ 
sisted from the outset that Marxism could 
not be applied succes.sfully to post-revolu­ 
tionary Russia or any other nation. 
They pointed out what had been stan­ 
dard knowledge in economics courses for 
years—that the theory of communism 
never had been translated info practice 
anywhere on earth, except in a few iso­ 
lated experiments in the United States, all 
unsuccessful. 
Their early impression of the experiment 
in postwar Russia was one of predoomed 
failure, a belief soon to be shared by the 
experimenters themselves. 
They 
made no secret of the 
fart 
Marxism could not be put into practice 
successfully in Russia, though for political 
reasons they kept shouting that everything 
was coming along fine and Russia was 
.showing the world what communism could 
do. 


fN THE .MEA.NTIME, the experimenters 


were improvising a form of state capital­ 
ism, maintained against opposition and 
adversity by the most ruthless police state 
of the 20th century, 
Russia was never Marxist, Its workers 
had nothing to say about its government. 
They had nothing to say about their 
own lot. They were dictated to; they had 
no control over their own lives. 
Whatever economic success has been 
attained in Russia has been due to state 
capitalism, not communism But because 
Russia's dictators dared not admit thev 
were not Marxists lest they lose their 
tenuous hold on the international Com­ 
munist movement, they couldn't go the 
full route toward state capitali.sm. 
They could make only tentative moves 
because thev were under the critical scrii- 
tinv of doctrinaire (Communists, principal­ 
ly the Chine.se. 
If Russian Marxists deviated too openly, 
their Chinese comrades would drum them 
out of the movement. Or the Albanians 
Or maybe their American brothers, who 
already had gone through one shattering 
moment of truth when Joe Stalin made a 
cvnical pact with his fellow dictator and 
associated state capitalist. Adolf Hitler 


THI S I S THE wav if has been with so- 


called Communist Russia, living a lie for 


political reasons while floundering in a 
bog of economic inconsistencies. 
This is how Nikita Khrushchev spread- 
eagled himself into being a non-person; 
he kept talking out of both sides of his 
mouth until his political a.ssociates had to 
get him out of sight and sound 
Whoever is heading up the Russian im­ 
provisation at the moment is in the same 
dilemma—how to keep up the pretense of 
being a doctrinaire Marxist while hunting 
for ways to give Russian production the 
incentive that Marxism lacks 
Poor Kosygin . . . 
Every move the Soviet hierarchy makes 
carries it further from Marxism and closer 
to incentive capitalism. 
Premier Kosygin has the right idea 
when he talks about giving Russians 
.something more attractive to work for 
than the glory and the power of the state. 
The idea works. It’s the only idea 
that's workable 
Marxi.sm never has worked, never can 
work It runs contrary to human nature, 
something every Russian politician knows 
but cannot admit lest he shatter the image 
of post-revolutionary Russia as the first 
Marxist state. 
In historic perspective, post-revolution- 
arv Russia may very well mark the dis­ 
solution of the Marxist fantasy.

The new powers entrusted to 
the 
secretary

$75 billion a year — he alone is 
to decide whether the practices 
in employment are satisfactory. 
The executive order says that

The new plan for the Soviet Union un­ 
folded by Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin con­ 
firms the deepest and oldest impression 
made by Marxist attempts to organize a 
modern Russian state. 
Russia is moving ever farther away 
from Marxism, which was doomed to fail­ 
ure from the beginning. 
Granted that need for reorganization was 
acute and granted that the czars had 
reached the end of the line, skeptics in­ 
sisted from the outset that Marxism could 
not be applied successfully to post-revolu­ 
tionary Russia or any other nation. 
They pointed out what bad been stan­ 
dard knowledge in economics courses for 
years—that 
the 
theory 
of 
communism 
never had been translated into practice 
anywhere on earth, except in a few iso­ 
lated experiments in the United States, all 
unsuccessful 
Their early impression of the experiment 
in postwar Russia was one of predoomed 
failure, a belief soon to be shared bv the 
experim enters themselves. 
They 
made 
no 
secret 
of 
the 
fact 
Marxism could not be put into practice 
successfully in Russia, though for political 
reasons they kept shouting that everything 
was coming along fine and Russia was 
.showing the world what communism could 
do. 


IN THE MEANTIME, the experimenters 
were improvising a form of state capital­ 
ism. 
maintained against 
opposition 
and 
adversity by the most ruthless police state 
of the 20th century 
Russia was never Marxist 
Its workers 
had nothing to say about its government. 
They 
had 
nothing 
to say 
about 
their 
own lot They were dictated to: they had 
no control over their own lives 
Whatever economic success has been 
attained in Russia has been due to state 
capitalism, not communism 
But because 
Russia’s dictators dared not admit thev 
were not Marxists lest they lose their 
tenuous hold on the international Com­ 
munist movement, they couldn't go the 
full route toward state capitalism 
They could m ake only tentative moves 
because thev were under the critical scru­ 
tiny of doctrinaire Communists, principal­ 
ly the Chinese 
If Russian Marxists deviated too openly. 
their Chinese comrades would drum them 
out of the movement 
Or the Albanians 
Or maybe their American brothers, who 
already had gone through one shattering 
moment of truth when Joe Stalin made a 
evnical pact with his fellow dictator and 
associated statp capitalist. Adolf Hitler 


THIS IS THE wav it has been with so­ 
called Communist Russia, living a lie for 


political reasons while floundering in a 
bog of economic inconsistencies. 
This is how Nikita Khrushchev spread- 
eagled himself into being a non-person; 
he kept talking out of both sides of his 
mouth until his political associates had to 
get him out of sight and sound 
Whoever is heading up the Russian im­ 
provisation at the moment is in the same 
dilemma--how to keep up the pretense of 
being a doctrinaire Marxist while hunting 
for ways to give Russian production the 
incentive that Marxism lacks 
Poor Kosygin . . . 
Every move the Soviet hierarchy makes 
carries it further from Marxism and closer 
to incentive capitalism

Nelson said the state u s e d 
approximately 280,000 tons of 
salt last winter at an approx! 
mate cost of $3.3 million. 


If the coming winter is as se­ 
vere as the last, approximately 
360.000 tons may big needed for 
the 1965-66 season, he pointed 
out. 


Salt trucks can be loaded and 
ready to go within the hour. The 
trucks carry an average of eight 
tons — enough salt to melt ice 
on IO miles of highway — and 
are equipped to spread the salt 
over two lanes at one time.
